PC-Vanderbilt Co-op Program Offers 
Liberal Arts and Engineering Degrees 


PC and Vanderbilt University have established a co- 
operative liberal arts-engineering dual degree program 
through which students may receive degrees from both 
institutions in five years. 

This 3-2 program provides for a candidate to spend the 
first three years at Presbyterian in liberal arts study with 
concentration in mathematics-physics. After successfully 
completing this work, he is automatically accepted into the 
School of Engineering at Vanderbilt for two years of techni- 
cal work in an engineering curriculum. 

Upon completion of the five years, the student will 
receive two bachelor’s degrees ——a BS from Presbyterian 
College and a BS or bachelor of engineering from Vanderbilt. 

PC Dean W. Fred Chapman pointed out that “a student 
who engages in this five-year program will have the broad- 
ening experience of dividing his academic career between the 
libaral arts environment of a small college campus — with 
extensive study in the humanities and social sciences — and 
the engineering climate of a large university. Thus, a graduate 
of this dual-degree program will be well-trained to pursue a 
technical career strongly oriented to the social problems 
relevant to today’s society.”

At the same time, they make possible 
substantial savings on estate taxes and offer donors the 
satisfaction of seeing what their support will mean to the 
longrange future of the College.

A record $250,000 goal set for PC’s 
1975 Annual Giving counts on alumni, 
parents and friends to rally with an- 
other great effort in the face of the 
uncertain economy.

Attention Alumni: Only Written Requests for Transcripts 


An announcement from the academic dean’s office is called to the attention of all 


former students: 


Because of recent Congressional actions dealing with the protection of student 
records, the registrar’s office will no longer be able to honor requests for transcripts 
made by telephone. Effective May 1, 1975, only written requests for transcripts will 
be honored. Alumni are assured transcripts will be mailed the same day the written 
requests are received: 


Persons requesting transcripts of their PC work should include the name 
of the person or specific department to which the transcript should be mailed to 
insure that it reaches the proper individual as quickly as possible. To facilitate the 
rapid mailing of a transcript, the date of graduation (or, in the case of non-graduates, 
the entering year) should also be included in the request. Married women should 
include their maiden name if enrolled while single. 


The cost of the transcript is still $2 per copy after the two provided—one sent 
free before graduation and one free following graduation.

Record $4.08 Million Budget Set For 1975- 16 sg 


Presbyterian College trustees adopted a record $4.08 
million budget and elected officers for the coming year as the 
highlights of their spring meeting held on campus April 7-8. 

The board reelected J. Austin Dilbeck, Atlanta insurance 
executive as chairman; Ellison S. McKissick, Jr., of Green- 
ville, president of Alice Manufacturing Company, vice- 
chairman; and named the Rev. Joe W. B. Brooks, minister 
of Rock Hill’s Oakland Avenue Presbyterian Church, as 
the new secretary. 

The board also extended until its November meeting 
the open house policy of limited visitation in the women’s 
dormitories two weekends each month. This policy, operating 
on a trial basis for the past five months, was considered 
successful but in need of review after the guidelines on the 
Title 9 Federal regulations on equal rights are available.

Members of Atlanta’s Peachtree Presbyterian Church will visit the campus 
on May 10 to join in the dedication of the Eugene T. Wilson Learning Center, an 
integral part of PC’s new James H. Thomason Library. 


The Center honors Dr. Wilson, a 1925 graduate who served as the Peachtree 
minister for 30 years (1936-66) and as a PC trustee for nine years.

The facility includes three segments: a classroom-workroom 
area, an audio-visuals area with carrels wired for individual use and a multi-purpose 
auditorium.
